Connersville News Gives Version of 


Shooting Fray and Its Causes— 


Negroes Held. 


It wa s 
expected 
tha t 
Coroner 
Spicely of Fa yette count}* would file 
his report on the Burton murder of 
Thursda y, but up to a la te hour this 
a fternoon, it had not been filed in the 
F a yette county court house a t Con­ 
nersv ille. 
J a m es 
Hobbs 
of 
this 
county, who is cha rged with first de­ 
gree murder for shooting the colored 
man w a s v isited by his fa ther, Henry 
Hobbs, yesterda y. 
A ttorneys ha v e 
been employed a nd he expects to fight 
the ca se on the plea of self defense. 
Donald Goodson of this city, who 
w a s a v ictim of a stra y bullet from 
H obbs’ gun, is slightly improv ed to­ 
da y. 
There is ev ery rea son to be­ 
liev e tha t he will recov er, a ccording© 
to the a ttending physicia n. 
The Connersv ille N ew s ha s the fol­ 
low ing expla na tion for the shooting 
of Ben Burton by J a m es Hobbs of 
this county Thursda y a fternoon: 
Ben Burton w a s shot twice in the 
left side, while he had J a m es Hobbs 
down and w a s fighting 
him. 
The 
shots were fired by Hobbs, with a 32 
ca libre rev olv er, which he drew from 
his pocket a fter he fell to the ground 
in the struggle. 
A fter receiv ing the 
bullets young Burton continued his 
struggle with Hobbs for a minute or 
two. 
He got his hand on the rev olv er 
which the white man held, and it is 
sa id tha t M cKinley Burton, a brother 
to Benjamin Burton, a lso la id hold of 
the gun at the sam e time. 
Certain 
it is tha t in the scuffle a stra y shot 
flew from the rev olv er, and it w a s 
this that struck young Donald Good­ 
son of R ushv ille in the chest. 
He 
w a s taken to his home and will prob­ 
a bly recov er. 


A minute or two a fter the shots 
went into his side Benjamin Burton 
a rose and reeled a wa y. 
He fell be­ 
fore he had gone fa r and w a s soon 
remov ed in an ambulance to the F a y ­ 
ette sa nita rium . 
There he died a lit­ 
tle before eight 
o’clock 
Thursda y 
ev ening. 
Sev era l physicia ns were in 
a ttenda nce, and the pa tient talked a 
little to them. 
H is wounds were rec­ 
ognized a s probably 
fa ta l a t first, 
and it wa s no surprise when he p a ss­ 
ed a way. 


One bullet had entered 
his left 
arm pit, gla nced a ga inst a rib and 
tore out. near the left nipple. 
The 
other went into the abdomen, near 
the lower rib. 
Its course, a fter en­ 
tering the body w a s not known, but 
it w a s the one tha t ca used the young 
man s death. 
ITe is- surv iv ed by a 
w ife and one child, his pa rents and 
sev era l brothers and 
sisters. 
H is 
home wa s on W est Fifth street. 
The 
rem a ins were'rem ov ed from the F a y ­ 
ette sanita rium to the M yers under­ 
ta king esta blishm ent Thursda y night, 
and thence to the home Frida y a fter­ 
noon. 
The funera l w a s held this a f­ 
ternoon a t two o’clock at the home. 


The trouble which resulted in this 
tra gedy, began 
down in the 
city, 
ea rly 
Thursda y 
forenoon. 
J a m es 
Hobbs cam e ov er from Rush county 
to a ttend the show, and got into some 
slight a lterca tion with the Burton 
brothers, who were with Lev i J ohn­ 
son. a nother negro, and a re sa id to 
ha v e been drinking. 
The three, or 
some of them, it is sa id shov ed Hobbs 
off a sidewa lk in the city before noon. 
Ea rly in the a fternoon the three, and 
Hobbs too, went to the show grounds. 
, There they met a ga in and the trouble 
w a s rev iv ed. 


W hat it a rose from ha s not been 
learned, but it is sa id tha t a triv ia l 
intercha nge of epithets opened the 
hostilities anew a t the show grounds. 
At tha t time the belligerents were 
w est of the main tent, nea r the pla ce 
of the subsequent shooting. 
M cKin­ 
ley Burton, a ccording to the consen­ 
su s of a ccounts, began fighting with 
Hobbs, and then Benjamin 
Burton 
joined in to aid his brother. 
Hobbs 
w a s knocked down and 
Benjamin 
Burton quickly got a top of him. 
It 
w a s then tha t the white man. hauling 
a rev olv er from his pocket, fired the 
fa ta l shots, and immediately a fter­ 
ward the stra y shot, which it i- hard 
to determine who did fire, took effect 
in the brea st of young Goodson. 
The dead negro wa s a son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ha rrison Burton, who liv e 
on W est Hill. 
He w a s about twenty- 
three yea rs of age. 
It is sa id by onexw itness who took 
the rev olv er a w a y from Hobbs a fter 
the shooting that a nother member of 
Burton’s crowd w a s 
trying to get 
hold of it with the intention of using 
it. 
This, of course, is merely hea rsa y 
and could not be substa ntia ted. 
The fight w a s a deplorable affair 
and tha t it did not terminate into a 
ra ce riot is the 
wonder 
of all who 
heard of the affair. 
J ohnson wa s a rreseted and placed 
in ja il and will be held while the a u ­ 
thorities are inv estiga ting the ca se. 
County Coroner Spieelv is making 
a rigid inquiry into the ca uses that 
led up to the shooting and the result 
of his finding is being a wa ited with 
much interest. 
It is the genera l opinion that the 
b oy’s plea will be self defense. 
Frida y morning when Sheriff Miller 
informed Hobbs of the death of Bur­ 
ton, he did not sa y much about it. He 
told Mr. ‘Miller tha t it wa s too bad 
that Burton w a s dead.

J ohn w a s ca lled by the officer from 
in front of the W hitehead ca fe and 
a ccom pa nied him into the m a yor’s of­ 
fice. 
Here he w a s a sked if the m a­ 
chine conta ined a number. 
Carr re­ 
plied that he did not know and that 
they would ha v e to see his fa ther, a s 
it w a s not his machine and he knew 
nothing about a ny 
number.

and 
w a s 
ordered 
back by M cAllister. 
A heated a rgu­ 
ment followed, with M a yor 
Black 
trying to calm both men.

M a yor Bla ck at la st 
succeeded in sepa ra ting the two men 
and in the break the officer landed a 
right swing to the side of Carr’s fa ce. 
They a ga in cla shed and rolled ov er 
on one of the benches.

and had it not 
been 
for 
M ayor 
B la ck’s interference would probably 
hav e handled the officer v ery rough­ 
ly. 
With Mr. Bla ck helping him, they 
got Carr calmed down when the third 
round took pla ce. 
M cA llister Ordered ICarr to sifj 
down. John refused, telling the of­ 
ficer he wa s not big enough to make 
him. 
Carr a lleges that the officer 
cursed him and sta rted for him again 
but Mr. Black interposed. 
John took 
a sea t at the request or demand 
of 
the mayor. The chief of police wa s 
v ery a ngry and had com pletely lost 
his head. 
John wa s sea ted directly 
in front of him and M cAllister was 
so incensed beca use Carr wa s la ugh­ 
ing at him tha t he sta rted to go to­ 
wards him, 
picking up 
his rev olv er 
which w a s lying 0 1 1 the ta ble. 
He 
pointed the gun directly a t Carr and 
for a few seconds it w a s thought he 
would shoot. 
M ayor Bla ck w a s the 
official referee once more and gra b­ 
bed the rev olv er before a ny damage 
w a s done. 
Owen L. Carr, J ohn’s fa ther, came 
in ju st a fter the excitem ent and ex ­ 
pla ined to Mr. Bla ck why the a uto­ 
mobile had no number. 
It w a s re­ 
paired recently and when taken from 
the ga ra ge the ta g w a s not pla ced 0 1 1 
the machine, 
He w a s willing to pa y 
the fine, so he sa id. 
M cAllister will 
bring two other cha rges, a ssa ult and 
ba ttery and would pla ce Carr under 
bond to keep the pea ce. 
The trial 
w a s set for next Tuesda y afternoon. 
The court room at the time of the 
fight conta ined only four persons and 
w a s w itnessed by the mayor and a 
reporter from the D a ily Republican. 
Mr. Bla ck w a s kept busy trying to 
sepa ra te the men and cooling down 
M cAllister. 
Both » participants e s­ 
ca ped injury, except only a 
few 


minor bruises.

A serious fire in the center of the 


business district w a s a v erted ea rly 
this morning by the timely discov ery 
of the 
blaze by 
Nightwatclunan. 
Thomas Sca nla n. 
The building in 
the rear of the Greek ca ndy store and 
the K elley grocery in Main street w a s 
found to be on fire about one o’clock 
this morning. 
The north ha lf of the 
building is used by the Greeks a s a 
wareroom and is where they m a nu­ 
fa cture ice cream. 
The south ha lf 
conta ins the sta bles of the K elley 
grocer}*. 


The fire sta rted in the Greeks ha lf 
of the building, it is believ ed from a 
short circuit in the electric wiring. 
The side w a lls and ceiling were burn­ 
ed and the bla ze sprea d to the sta ble. 
The grea test damage w a s done by 
wa ter, the Greeks estim a ting their 
loss at $700, which is fully cov ered 
by insura nce. 
Their loss includes 
500 pounds of 
chocola te, 
2 0 ,0 0 0 
pounds of rock sa lt, a ga s 
engine, 
put out of com m ission and the loss 
of numerous other a rticles. 
Mr. Sca nla n wa s in Main street 
and noticed smoke com ing from the 
direction of the fire. 
He immediately 
inv estiga ted 
and summoned the fire 
department. 
The roof ov er the build­ 
ing is of tin and prev ented the flames 
from sprea ding. 
If it had not been 
discov ered just when it w a s the blaze 
might ha v e sprea d a s there are sev ­ 
eral ba rns and frame buildings near 
where the fire sta rted. 
A horse belonging to Mr. K elley 
wa s in the sta ble and it w a s remov ed 
to a pla ce of sa fety. 
Only sm a ll 
damage w a s done to the sta ble. 
The 
building is owned by Lon Link and is 
fnilv cov ered with insura nce.
